Upon careful review of the information provided on your application, we determined that yours are not 
permissible uses under which release of this information is allowed, pursuant to the federal law called the 
Driver’s Privacy Protection Act (DPPA), 18 USC Sections 2721 and 2725; and state laws RCW 
46.12.630, RCW 46.12.635 and WAC 308-10-050(3) & 075, RCW 79A.60.230, RCW 79.100.010, RCW 
53.08.310 and WAC 308-93-087. 

On your application, you stated as your reason for access: 

• MCBC is a Washington Non-Profit Corp. that owns and operates Mariners Cove 
Marina in Island County, Whidbey Island Washington. Located on the Puget 
Sound we sometimes have boats and vehicles with trailers that are not 
authorized to park or use our private property community parking and dock 
spaces. As Harbormaster the ability to access boat & vehicle information via 
online will facilitate me determining if the owner is an MCBC resident or Non- 
Resident and whether the boat/vehicle I authorized to use the space. 

• I will not contact the owner for any purpose. I will only use the information to 
determine if the boat or vehicle is owned by a resident of Mariners Cove who 
by ownership makes them a member of our Home Owners Association. If the 
information indicates the owner is a MCBC member I will contact them 
directly, ONLY, if a boat or vehicle is not authorized to use the space it 
occupies. 

This use is not permissible according to the DPPA, 18 USC, section 2721, 3(A)(B) 
which allows access to personal vehicle owner information only to: 3) "For use in the 
normal course of business by a legitimate business or its agents, employees, or 
contractors, but only-(A) To verify the accuracy of personal information submitted by 
the individual to the business or its agents, employees, or contractors; and (B) If 
such information as so 

submitted is not correct or is no longer correct, to obtain the correct information, 
but only for the purposes of preventing fraud by, pursuing legal remedies against, 
or recovering on a debt or security interest against, the individual.”
